Mideast Likely 
To Be Topic 
Of Kremlin Talks 


MOSCOW (A P) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Commu nist 
party chief I>eonid I. Brezhnev met 
again today in the Kremlin for their 
second day of talk s. 


In addition to Kissinger’s adv isers 
on nu clear weapons and Eu ropean 
problems, the American delegation 
inclu ded Alfred Atherton, the assistant 
secretary of state for Near Eastern 
affairs. This indicated that Kissinger 
was u rging Brezhnev to influ ence the 
Sy rian gov ernment to accept a dis­ 
engagement agreem ent with Israel. 


The Sov iet gov ernment annou nced 
today that President Hafez Assad of 
Sy ria wou ld v isit Moscow early nex t 
month. Western diplomats said he 
probably w ants to consu lt with 
Brezhnev before the start of the 
disengagem ent 
negotiations 
in 
Washington. 
Stu ng by Kissinger’s su ccess in 
arranging the Israeli withdrawal from 
the Su ez Canal, the Ru ssians hav e 
begu n to claim a cardinal role in 
Middle East peacemak ing. The Sov iet 
press is declaring that no perm anent 
settlem ent can be negotiated withou t 
Sov iet participation. 
This is cou pled with press warnings 
of the dangers of a new war on the 
Golan Heights if an Israeli withdrawal 
is not achiev ed q u ick ly . The news­ 


paper Tru d said today that “ world 
pu blic opinion” is “ seriou sly con­ 
cerned” abou t the recent intense a r­ 
tillery du els between the Israeli and 
Sy rian forces. It said the Israelis “are 
play ing with fire.” 
Sov iet disenchantment with the new 
entente 
between 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat of Egy pt and the United States 
was ev idenced in a short Tass dispatch 
from Beiru t pu blished by Prav da, the 
Commu nist party newspaper. 
It said the Lebanese press had 
pu blished an appeal by a grou p of 
prominent I^ebanese officials to Sadat 
calling on him to pu t an end to attack s 
on his predecessor, the late President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser.

in 
connection with the appearance 
recently of a nu mber of articles aimed 
at Nasser and the policies he carried 
ou t,” Tass said. 
It was Nasser who aligned Egy pt 
with the Sov iet Union and opened the 
Middle East to Sov iet influ ence in 
ex change for Sov iet arm s and Sov iet 
aid in bu ilding the Aswan High Dam. 
Meanwhile, a 
Sov iet spok esman 
v oiced the possibility that Kissinger 
du ring his cu rrent v isit might be 
u nable to lay the grou ndwork for 
another arm s limitation agreem ent for 
President Nix on to sign when he v isits 
Moscow nex t su mmer.

The agreem ent was negotiated with

Arizona and nine in Florida. 
The negotiated agreement between 
the FTC and the Miamibased company 
req u ires GAC to prov ide prominent 
warning statem ents in all fu tu re sales 
contracts and to offer refu nds to 
eligible pu rchasers who defau lt on 
pay m ents in the Golden Gate Estates, 
Riv er Ranch 
Acres and 
Remu da 
Ranch Grants su bdiv isions in Florida. 
J. Thomas Rosch, head of the FTC’s 
B u reau of C onsu m er P rotection, 
estim ated the refu nds cou ld cost GAC 
m ore than $17 million. 
Fu tu re sales contracts u sed by GAC 


wou ld contain the statem ent: “The 
fu tu re v alu e of this land, lik e all u n­ 
dev eloped real estate, is u ncertain.” 
The contract wou ld also grant pu r­ 
chasers the u nconditional right to 
cancel with no penalty within 10 day s. 
The order wou ld also prov ide 
v ariou s m easu res to allow bu y ers 
since certain dates to swap u seless 
land they might be holding for more 
v alu able lots. 


The gov ernment sou rces said that 
the commission has probed other large 
land dev elopm ent com panies and 
plans to crack down on sev eral more 
firms. 


“ The shock wav e that 
will go 
throu gh the indu stry is going to be 
enormou s,” the sou rce said. 
Althou gh GAC did not adm it to 
v iolations 
of 
the 
law 
u nder 
the 
agreement, it has agreed to mak e 
restitu tion in the form of credits of 
other property to land bu y ers who can 


prov e they hav e been wronged, the 
sou rces said. 
In addition, the firm has agreed not 
to u se the word “inv estment” in its 
fu tu re adv ertisements on land and has 
agreed to permit prospectiv e land 
bu y ers a 10-day period in which they 
can call off the sales contract ev en 
after signing it. 


U nder 
cu rrent 
gov ernm ent 
regu lations adm inistered by the 
Hou sing and Urban Dev elopm ent 
Department, there is a 4 8-hou r cooling- 
off period in which land bu y ers can 
back ou t of a sales contract, althou gh 
this waiting period can be waiv ed in 
certain circu mstances. 


The com m ission has been in­ 
v estigating deceptiv e adv ertising 
techniq u es in the interstate land sales 
bu siness. According to sou rces, the 
commission u su ally goes after the 
biggest target in an indu stry to obtain 
a tou gh order, hoping to mak e it apply 


indu stry wide. 
FTC spok esmen wou ld not comment 
on the case for the record, bu t a sou rce 
said the amou nt of restitu tion wou ld 
ru n into the millions of dollars. He 
wou ld giv e no precise total. 


HUD’s Office of Interstate I^and 
Sales also declined comment on the 
case, with a spok esman say ing the 
agency was sworn to secrecy .

WASHINGTON (AP) U.S. District 
Ju dge John J. Sirica today tu rned ov er 
to lawy ers from the Hou se Ju diciary 
Committee a satchel filled with grand 
ju ry ev idence on President Nix on’s 
alleged role in Watergate. 
Sirica met with John Doar, chief 
cou nsel for the impeachment inq u iry ; 
Albert Jenner, minority cou nsel; and 
Peter Kreindler of the special prose­ 
cu tor’s office and went ov er the 
m aterial in the dark brown satchel. 
Doar, Jenner and Kreindler arriv ed 
at the ju dge’s office minu tes after the 
tim e he said he wou ld deliv er the 
m aterial. 
Sirica has described the m aterial as 
focu sing 
on

“ bearing on m atters w ithin the 
prim ary ju risdiction of the committee 
in its cu rrent inq u iry .” 
lawy ers for two defendants in the 
W atergate cov er-u p case gav e u p their 
attem pts to block transmission of the 
report to the Hou se after the U.S. Cou rt 
of Appeals tu rned them down last 
Thu rsday .

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. 
(AP) - 
Within a y ear, scientists shou ld isolate 
one or two v iru ses that they can prov e 
cau se hu man cancers, a prominent 
specialist predicts. 
If this comes abou t, it cou ld open the 
door to v accinating people against 
those specific cancers, m u ch lik e a 
polio v accination. 
Or it cou ld prov ide a m eans throu gh 
which doctors cou ld tell if the cancer 
v iru s and disease were still present 
and activ e, or whether cu rativ e treat­ 
ments were being effectiv e. 
The prediction comes from Dr. Sol 
Spiegelman, director of the Institu te of 
Cancer Research at Colu mbia Univ er­ 
sity ’s College of P hy sicians and 
Su rgeons in New York City . 
His own work points strongly to 
ev idence that v iru ses cau se hu man 
cancer. 
Viru ses are k nown to cau se cancers 
in chick ens and other anim als. 
Spiegelman said he k nows of two 
grou ps of researchers whose work he 
think s will, within the y ear, demon­ 
strate that a v iru s can cau se hu man 
cancer. One inv olv es a cancer of the 
breast and the other a cancer of bone, 
he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Small 
Bu siness Administration has deliv ered 
a report to Congress that shows seriou s 
problems in nearly one-fou rth of its 
offices. 
A copy of the report obtained by The 
Associated 
Press 
shows 
problems 
ranging from high rates of bad loans to 
bank bailou ts to what is called seriou s 
conflicts of interest. 
The report was a 9 4 -page section 
deleted from a city -by -city au dit made 
pu blic last Thu rsday . 
Rep. Lawrence Williams, RPa., said 
M onday that SBA A dm inistrator 
Thomas Kleppe had misled the news 
media with that report becau se the 9 4 
pages were deleted. 
Kleppe was u nav ailable for com­ 
ment, bu t a top depu ty dispu ted 
Williams’ claims. 
At the time the 5 9 -city au dit was 
made pu blic, Kleppe had declared that 
“SBA has no more Richmonds” — a 
reference to scandals at the state of­ 
fice in Virginia, whose director had 
been fired. 
He said the intensiv e, wideranging 
internal probe has “ u nearthed no 
seriou s problem s other than the 
prev iou sly mentioned situ ation ...” 
The 9 4 -page section deleted from the 
fu ll report contains au ditors’ com­ 
ments that SBA offices in 13 cities 
showed ev idence of “ im m ediate 
seriou s problems. Only sev en of the 59 
cities were said to hav e no problems. 
Williams, rank ing Repu blican on the 
Hou se Bank ing su bcommittee that 
receiv ed the report, said that what 
Kleppe “told the press and what he 
told the Small Bu siness su bcommittee 
are not the same. 
“ In fact, the whole SBA handling of 
the report was designed to withhold the 
tru th from the press,” Williams said.

A dm inistrator 
Randall L. Woods said that when the 
fu ll report was released “ we indicated 
to the press, as well as the committee 
members, that the section on the mini­ 
rev iews was being ex tracted becau se 
it contained u nsu bstantiated, raw 
hand-w ritten 
notations 
by 
ou r 
rev iewers ... 
“To release this u nsu bstantiated 
m aterial wou ld hav e done grav e and 
seriou s harm , we felt, to the small 
bu siness inv olv ed,” Woods said. “We 


are presently going into each and

LBJ Firm Gets Plane Rental From Milk Fund 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
largest dairy cooperativ e, focu s of 
W atergate inv estigations, pay s Lady 
Bird Johnson’s family corporation 
$9 4 ,000 a y ear for u se of an airplane 
hangared at the LBJ Ranch, The 
Associated Press has learned. 
A spok esman for the Johnson in­ 
terests said the arrangem ent is a 
b arg ain 
for 
the 
dairy 
grou p, 
A ssociated Milk 
P rodu cers Inc. 
Howev er, the cooperativ e’s board of 
directors had tried to end the lease 
arrangem ent, which is schedu led to 
ru n u ntil April 5 , 19 76 . 
The lease arrangem ent was initiated 
by the 
co-op’s 
form er 
general 


m anager, Harold S. Nelson, before he 
was ou sted by the board for m is­ 
managem ent. 


Nelson originally agreed to pay 
$73 ,500 per y ear to lease a sm aller, less 
ex pensiv e aircraft from the Tex as 
Broadcasting Co., President Johnson’s 
family corporation. That agreem ent 
was signed Ju ly 1, 19 70, a y ear and a 
half after Johnson left office. 


Details of the transactions between 
the milk produ cers and the Johnson 
interests are rev ealed in a report 
obtained from cou rt records and con­ 
firm ed 
independently 
by 
The 
Associated Press. 


Donald S. Thomas, law y er for the 
Johnson corporations, said in a 
telephone interv iew tha t he had 
negotiated both the original agreem ent 
and the present one with Nelson. 
Thomas said the present agreem ent 
calls for one of the Johnson family 
corporations, W estern W ildflower 
Corp., to pay for a pilot and hangar 
space for the $76 5,000 Beechcraft King 
Air model 100, a 13 -passenger tu r­ 
boprop aircraft. 


He said two other Johnson cor­ 
porations, Karnack Corp. and LBJ Co., 
also pu rchase flight time. Bu t he said 
the milk produ cers’ co-op has first call 


on the airplane and in practice has had 
“v irtu ally sole u se of the aircraft.” 
He said that Mrs. Johnson had 
trav eled personally on the aircraft on 
occasion. 
The milk produ cers pay $10,000 per 
y ear for the insu rance and other in­ 
tangible ex penses, plu s $7,000 per 
month for a minimu m 40 fly ing hou rs, 
at $175 an hou r. The dairy cooperativ e 
pay s another $175 for each fly ing hou r 
ov er 40 hou rs per month, plu s fu el and 
any ex tra ex penses incu rred by the 
pilot. 


Thomas said the sam e aircraft 
u nder com parable conditions normally 


rents for $275 per fly ing hou r. 
He said the Johnson family hasn’t 
benefited from the arrangem ent. “We 
hav en’t 
m ade 
m oney 
on 
the 
proposition. The statem ent has been 
made to me by my book k eeper that it 
didn’t cov er the depreciation,” he said. 


The milk produ cers’ headq u arters is 
in San Antonio, Tex ., rou ghly 50 air 
miles from the Johnson airstrip. 


The cooperativ e’s board originally 
tried to ex tricate itself from the air­ 
plane deal a few months before the 
original lease agreement, cov ering a 
cheaper v ersion of the airplane model, 
ex pired Ju ne 3 0, 19 72.

Bu t accomplishment is far 
distant from theory at this 


point. Althou gh more money 
than ev er is being spent on 
solar energy 
research 
($32 
million by the federal gov ern­ 
ment alone nex t y ear), any 
influ ence on a significant 
nu mber of homes 
may 
be 
decades away . 
The chairman of the Hou se 
su bcommittee on energy , Rep. 
Mike 
M cCormack, 
say s: 
“ Solar energy is v ery mu ch in 
its infancy . It’s ex trem ely 
optimistic to ex pect it to con­ 


tribu te 1 per cent ot total 
energy demand in the cou ntry 
in 20 y ears.” 


Howev er long it may take, it 
is not too early to start an all- 
ou t and prolonged effort to 


constru ct the technical data 
needed to bring solar energy 
into reality at a reasonable 


cost. There are many today 
who wish the effort had been 
started 20 y ears ago.

Along with a lot of other people 
eroding arou nd the news bu siness, I 
had a saddening triple header the 
other day : Chet Hu ntley , Max Kase 
and Charles Hoerter — formerly , and 
respectiv ely , of NBC, the N.Y. Jou r- 
nal-American, and the N.Y. Daily 
News. The week before, it was Bemie 
Relin, a first-rate pu blic relations man 
and general all-arou nd benefactor, 
Ernie Barcella, who worked brilliantly 
for UPI and General Motors, and, in 
the recent past, we lost Arthu r Daley , 
of the New York Times, and Jimmy 
Cannon of King Featu res, the New 
York Jou rnal-American and New York 
Post. 
Looking at their tiny , generally fu zzy 
pictu res imbedded in their obits it was 
a dismal feeling to realize that this 
wou ld be the last time I’d see images of 
friends I had known, worked with, 
lau ghed with, drank with and admired 
so mu ch — in gloriou s technicolor. 
It was also depressing to consider 
what short shrift the obit writers giv e 
to one’s dead friends. Obit writers, a 
special breed more intimately related 
to grav e diggers than to liv ing, 
breathing newsmen, seem to hav e a 
ru le of nev er telephoning the right 
people when researching their stories. 
They are something like ministers of 
God pressed into deliv ering eu logies — 
on short notice — ov er departed sou ls 
they nev er knew, nev er read, nev er 
listened to, and don’t giv e a damn 
abou t. 
Chet Hu ntley did a lot to giv e the airy 
nothingness of telev ision newscasting 
a local habitation and a name, as 
Shakespeare more or less said of a 
poet. 
His dignity , knowledge,

du striou sness added to dimensions Ed 
Mu rrow had forced u pon that mediu m. 
Chet had the cou rage of his sou nd 
conv ictions, ev en to holding still in the 
face of a strike he — a u nion man at 
heart — didn’t believ e in. His seriou s 
mien was a perfect backdrop for the 
impish commentaries of his partner, 
Dav id Brinkley . Bu t he was the rock of

that combination, the good sou nd 
Gibraltar. Brinkley was the wav es. 
A lot of TV stars go on to great riches 
in other fields: streets are named for 
them in Florida and California. 
Hu ntley had a hard time getting 
permission to bu ild a dirt road into his 
Montana property after he retired. He 
was hou nded politically , I alway s 
thou ght, when all he wanted was to 
open gloriou s lands he knew and lov ed 
to u rban inmates he had been talking 
to for y ears. 
Max Kase was an u nselfish sports 
editor, no mean achiev ement. He gav e 
his gu y s a break, bu ilt u p their by ­ 
lines, prov ided a soft shou lder of which 
they cou ld cry when needed. He did 
more things for worthwhile charities 
than most million-dollar fou ndations. 
Max sav ed college basketball by ex ­ 
posing the few apple-cheeked crooks 
who might hav e rotted the whole 
barrel. For that he won a Pu litzer 
citation . . . bu t nev er wore it on his 
arm. His obit forgot to mention that he 
was a first class, decent, honest, 
wonderfu l gu y . 
Charlie Hoerter had a rags to riches 
life that has ju st abou t disappeared 
from newspaper work. He started on 
the N.Y. News as a copy boy for the 
now legendary — and thriv ing Mar­ 
shall Hu nt of Shitepoke Flats, 
Oly mpia, Wash., the first sports editor 
of the late Captain P atterson’s 
pioneering New York tabloid. For a 


time in its early y ears, at the begin­ 
ning of the 1920s, the Golden Age of 
Sports as Grantland Rice named it 
(Westbrook Pegler called it the Era of 
Wonderfu l Nonsense), there were ju st 
the two of them, General Hu nt and 
Priv ate Hoerter. Charlie went to the 
top ov er the y ears, nu rtu red the likes 
of Pau l Gallico, Jack Miley , Jimmy 
Powers and helped dev elop a lot of 
latter-day stars su ch as Dick You ng 
and Gene Ward. 
The obit I read on Bemie Relin 
seemed to stress that his biggest 
contribu tion in life was his secret 
contribu tion of $3,000 to clean u p 
Central Park after a Barbra Streisand 
concert. He spent a zillion times that 
mu ch on the cau ses of the y ou ng, the 
old, the u nemploy ed; ran corporations 
employ ing tens of thou sands of people, 
and was the most congenial tou ch in 
town. Two nights before he died, he 
stopped a noisy meeting of a clu b we 
belonged to, The Skeeters, and asked 
for a moment of pray er for ou r friend 
Mack Kriendler. 
And so it goes. Ernie Barcella was as 
good a reporter as I ev er met. He made 
that sometimes difficu lt ju mp from 
spot news to pu blic relations, at the 
u rging of Tony DeLorenzo of G.M., and 
handled the job with great distinction, 
honesty , and the priceless trait all of 
the abov e shared, a genu ine tou ch of 
class.

NEW YORK (AP) — Ev en before 
ecology became paramou nt, insu rers 
knew that civ ilization and natu re often 
mix ed poorly , especially when drain­ 
age areas were pav ed for parking and 
factories were bu ilt on flood plains. 
When av ailable, flood insu rance sold 
at forbidding prices, and most agents 
and homeowners and bu sinessmen 
didn’t ev en consider su ch protection. 
Insu rers claimed it was a losing 
matter. 
That 
notion 
persisted 
among 
bu sinessmen and homeowners, ev en 
thou gh in recent y ears a federally 
su bsidized program makes low-cost 
flood insu rance av ailable to com­ 
mu nities that take certain precau tions 
against inu ndation. 
And so, when natu re and civ ilization 
clashed 
two 
y ears 
ago 
few 
homeowners or bu sinessmen had any 
insu rance at all. More than $1.7 billion 
of damage was done by floods in the 
East, and only a small fraction was 
insu red. 
The destru ction in Rapid City , S.D., 
from another flood prov ides stark 
details: 
In that Black Hills commu nity abou t 
7 00 homes, 150 bu siness stru ctu res and 
500 mobile homes were destroy ed. 
The y 'll Do It Ev e ry Time 
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Hu ndreds of other homes were 
damaged. 
After the rains ceased it was learned 
that only 27 homes and 2 bu sinesses 
had flood insu rance. The total loss was 
abou t $100 million, bu t only $166,451 
was cov ered by flood insu rance. 
It became clear that few people in 
Rapid City knew that their commu nity 
was eligible for low cost flood in­ 
su rance, su bsidized by the gov ernment 
and sold throu gh company agents in 
the same manner as any other in­ 
su rance. 
Since the disasters of two y ears ago 
flood insu rance has cau ght on. In 
Nov ember 197 0, only 42,900 policies 
ex isted, prov iding $67 3 million of 
cov erage. As of Jan. 31,316,000 policies 
prov ided $5.5 billion of cov erage. 
The 197 2 floods spu rred many flood- 
prone commu nities to qu alify for the 
National Flood Insu rance Program. 
From May 31,19 7 2 to May 31, 197 3, the 
nu m ber of qu alified com m u nities 
ju mped to 2,27 5 from 1,201. It now 
ex ceeds 3,000. 
To become eligible, commu nities 
mu st agree to zoning and land u se 
restrictions — to restrain civ ilization 
from encroaching on the water’s 
rights, so to speak. Requ irements met, 
almost any agent can prov ide the 
cov erage. As a resu lt of legislation 
signed Dec. 31, 197 3, the limits of 
cov erage hav e been greatly enlarged. 
Single-family homes may be insu red 
for u p to $35,000, dou ble the earlier 
lim it. Two-family to fou r-family 
stru ctu res and small bu sinesses may 
be insu red for u p to $100,006, compared 
with $30,000 prev iou sly . 
The residential policy costs 25 cents 
for each $100 of insu rance, with the 
minimu m premiu m pegged at $25. For 
the max imu m cov erage of $35,000 a 
homeowner wou ld pay $87 .50. The 
nonresidential rate is 40 cents a $100. 
Contents also may be insu red, in 
residential bu ildings for a max imu m 
of $10,000 at 35 cents for each $100, and 
is nonresidential stru ctu res for u p to 
$100,000 at a 7 5 cents per $100 rate. 
Perhaps most important, the new 
legislation requ ires the Department of 
Hou sing and Urban Dev elopment to 
identify floodprone areas by Ju ly 1. 
Prev iou sly the initiativ e was left to the 
com m u nities, 
and 
m any 
didn’t 
ex ercise it. 
Moreov er, commu nities so identified 
will be requ ired to participate in the 
flood insu rance program and to adopt 
and enforce adequ ate flood ordi­ 
nances.

The au thoritativ e “someone” who 
told y ou this was indeed priv y to in­ 
formation that is tru e, althou gh ex ­ 
ceedingly rare. 
The

pheochrom ocy tom a, 
is 
probably 
responsible for less than one-half of 
one per cent of all cases of sev ere high 
blood pressu re. This cau se is in­ 
significant in terms of the v ast nu mber 
of cases of hy pertension, or high blood 
pressu re, treated by phy sicians 
ev ery where. 
High blood pressu re is only one of a 
grou p of sy mptoms associated with 
this rare ty pe of tu mor. Only when 
these sy mptoms occu r together does 
the doctor giv e consideration to its 
possibility . 
I wou ld like my readers to u n­ 
derstand that when a phy sician 
ex amines a patient he entertains all 
the possibilities that might be 
responsible for a particu lar grou p of 
sy mptoms. Patients wou ld be done a 
great inju stice if their doctors ex ­ 
pressed to them all the possibilities 


that he was considering du ring the 
ex amination. 
Highly anx iou s patients wou ld be 
terrified if su ch a detailed ou tline of 
possibilities were presented before the 
final diagnosis is made. 


My ears become blocked, especially 
after a flight. The same thing happens 
ev en when I hav e a cold. 
Can any thing be done abou t it?

Dear Miss A.: 
The eu stachian tu be is a small 
opening that leads from the back of the 
nose to the middle ear. 
The free flow of air keeps the ear­ 
dru m in balance. Normally , this tu be 
is closed, bu t opens when we swallow 
or y awn. This process is controlled by 
two tiny mu scles that act as safety 
v alv es. 
When the tu be is obstru cted and no 
air passes throu gh it, a v acu u m occu rs 
that is responsible for the blocked 
sensation y ou describe. 
Allergies, rapid descent in an air­ 
plane, masses of adenoid tissu e in 
children, infection of the sinu ses, nasal 
poly ps, and acu te colds can obstru ct 
the eu stachian tu be. 
Some of these cau ses can 
be 
remov ed if fou nd to be present.

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. (AP) - The 
President of the American Cancer 
Society has proposed a worldwide 
cooperativ e effort to dig ou t knowledge 
which “wou ld be u sefu l for immediate 
application to cancer control.” 
Ou t of the annu al toll of 350,000 
cancer deaths, “ at least 100,000 
American liv es that we know abou t are 
needlessly lost to cancer each y ear,” 
Dr. Ju stin N. Stein told a Cancer 
Society seminar for science writers 
Su nday . 
Most of those facing high risks of 
contracting cancer of the lu ngs, 
breasts, stomach, cerv ix , colon and 
rectu m, cou ld be sav ed by earlier 
diagnosis or by av oiding some risks. 
These inclu de cigarette smoking in 
case of lu ng cancers, or ex posu re to 
chemicals in the env ironment, Dr. 
Stein said. 
He proposed a formalized sy stem 
embracing efforts of the American 
Cancer Society , National Cancer 
Institu te, state health departments, 
m edical societies, World Health 
Organization, and the International 
Union Against Cancer. The aim wou ld 
be to protect high-risk people by in­ 
forming them of solid facts. 
To identify the high-risk people, 
“mu ch remains to be learned abou t 
env ironmental influ ences, indu strial 
hazards, ecological factors su ch as at­ 
mospheric and water pollu tion in this 
cou ntry . Bu t mu ch is known to permit 
u s now to make a greater effort toward 
sav ing the liv es of those who die 
needlessly ev ery y ear,” Dr. Stein said.

Nothing New Under The Sun,

IX)S ANG ELES (A P) - Is there a 
new kind of blacklist that robs actors 
of jobs because they aren’t familiar 
enough to the television public? 
The Screen Actors Guild thinks that 
such a situation may exist, and it 
called a meeting this week with other 
guilds to discuss means to combat it. 
At issue is a polling service called 
TvQ, which lists performers according 
to their popularity. On a recent listing, 
Lucille Ball was first with 98 per cent 
familiarity, Johnny Cash and Bill 
Cosby tied for second with 96, and 
Doris Day, Fred MacMurray and Dick 
Van Dyke had 95. 
The Screen Actors Guild has heard 
reports that performers who place far 
down the list or not at all have been 
turned down for roles in TV movies 
and series pilots. 
“ The guild frowns on this,” said 
president Dennis Weaver. “ Such a 
system doesn’t make sense, and to my 
way of thinking it’s unworkable. Some 
of the top actors around aren’t even on 
the list; a performer has to be put on it 
by the clients of TvQ.“ 
Weaver said that guild members 
believe use of TvQ to be widespread in 
the industry. The networks deny this. 
A CBS programming executive said he 
was scarcely aware of TvQ’s existence 
“ and I doubt that it is an element in 
casting.” CBS does not subscribe to 
TvQ. ABC and NBC do.

CINCINNATI, Ohio 
(A P )- The 
Cincinnati Board of Education says 
inflation and too many teachers have 
wreaked havoc with its 1974 budget. 
The board Monday adopted a $73.5 
million budget for 1974—$4 million 
more than last year’s. 
Inflation is blamed by the board for 
the increase.

projections of teacher needs have left 
the system with 165 teachers more 
than are needed and has forced the 
board to drop many of its proposed 
programs. 
Virginia Griffin, chairman of the 
board’s finance committee, said the 
extra teachers will have to have their 
contracts terminated at the end of the 
school year. 
She said more than $2.7 million will 
have been lost by that time due to the 
extra teachers. She said the board 
budgeted this year’s teacher expenses 
with a goal of 28 students per teacher. 
Mrs. Griffin said students dropping 
out and moving away brought that 
ratio to 25 to 1.

Louisville after members of the 
Louisville Education Association 
rejected the school board’s latest 
contract offer. The dispute reportedly 
centered on a cost of living increase 
demand. 
At Mad River, 92 per cent of the 
district’s 387 taachers joined the 
strike, called two weeks earlier when 
negotiations broke down. At issue 
there were wages, fringe benefits and 
improved grievance procedures. 
Negotiations continued in both 
districts. 
The liouisville school board met into 
the early morning hours with teachers’ 
representatives in an effort to resolve 
the dispute.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— U.S. Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, said 
Monday that Congress should place 
more effective controls on the oil com­ 
panies because of the “ detrimental 
impact” they are having on the 
nation’s economy. 


II Congress doesn’t act soon, Met­ 
zenbaum told newsmen, there could be 
as much as a 6 per cent decline in the 
Gross National Product and a 6 per 
cent rise in unemployment. 


Metzenbaum said the oil companies 
are not gouging the economy in­ 
tentionally, but “ are looking out for 
their own interests.” He said oil firms 
showed increased profits of $10 billion 
last year, double those of the previous 
year. 


Metzenbaum said he will propose 
legislation to restrict the prices 
American oil companies pay their 
foreign subsidiaries. 


He said he will meet this week with 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., to draft 
the bill with the cooperation of the 
Federal Energy Office. 


The senator said that even though 
there are controls on oil companies, 
prices 
will 
continue 
to 
soar 
if 
payments are not controlled to their 
affiliates overseas. 


Oil companies refuse to cooperate 
with the government in controlling 
those prices, he said. 


Metzenbaum said he would favor an 
excess profits tax on the oil companies. 
He said a credit could be given to firms 
who put the money into development of 
refineries and oil exploration. 


He said he would not support 
nationalization of oil companies, but 
would favor a national oil corporation 
“ to develop oil on federal priorities.” 
A national oil company could serve 
as a balance by which Americans 
could get a clearer idea of what private 
oil companies are doing, Metzenbaum 
said.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )~ The 
Inspector General of the Israeli state 
police said that crime is increasing in 
Israel, but not on a per capita basis. 


“ W eve got all the various types of 
crim e," said Inspector General Shaul 
Rosolio, during a visit here Monday. 
“ Burglary of homes and business, 
that’s the most common crime. We’ve 
got murder, too, of course, but they’re 
usually murders of passion. Not the 
wanton killing, the killing for killing’s 
sake, that you find some other places." 
Rosolio is in the U.S. on a 10-day 
visit. 


“ Our biggest problem is traffic and 
the fusing of people converging on 
Israel from 7 0 different countries, 
from the posh areas and from areas 
where people are cave dwellers," said 
Rosolio. “ To fuse all of these different 
peoples into a lawabiding citizenry is 
not easy." 


Rosolio said the Arabs create a 
problem during periods of unrest and 
demonstrations. 


The 49 -year-old Inspector General 
said Israel was a country of 600,000 
people in 1948 and now, including all its 
territories, the population is estimated 
at 4*s million. 
There are no local police in Israel 
and all jails are federal. Ten per cent 
of Rosolio’s 16,000 member police force 
are women. 
“ We think it’s a good system ," he 
said. “ It’s not for everybody, but it 
works for us."

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The record-breaking cold high 
pressure system which covered Ohio 
early Monday has now moved off the 
New England Coast, and south­ 
westerly winds circulating around this 
high cell have brought relatively warm 
air north into Ohio.

Monday, Tuesday morning at the same 
time the mercury at Toledo was 29 
above. Nearly all stations in the state 
are 25 to 30 degrees warmer than 24 
hours ago.

bom in June of 1811. Her father 
established the first dry goods store in 
the newly settled town of Circleville. 
The Circleville Home and Hospital 
was incorporated and established 
solely by the females of Circleville. It 
was incorporated April 11, 1894 by five 
women, Mrs, Elizabeth S. Renick, 
Mrs. Dorothy R. Turney, Mrs. Sarah 
A. Heffner, Mrs. Annie S. Sears and 
Mrs. Rose L. Morris. Mrs. Heffner is 
given credit for conceiving the idea of 
the establishment in Circleville. 
It combined the features of both a 
hospital and a home for the aged. The 
hospital was non-denominational since 
the women thought no one church nor 
one man could run such an institution. 
After the conception of the idea took 
form, a group of benevolent Circleville 
women 
applied to 
the 
board 
of 
education for the use of the old colored 
school on Ohio Street. Since an act of 
the General Assembly had forbade 
separate schooling for the colored and 
the white, the board had no other use 
for the old building. 
The building had been erected in 1871 
and was in need of repair. It was also 
much too small for what Mrs. Heffner 
had 
in 
mind. 
The 
building 
was 
remodeled throughout and an ad­ 
ditional 
built 
before 
the 
five 
benefactors opened it for business. 
The 
hospital 
and 
home 
was 
dedicated May 9, 1895. Some four or 
five years after its dedication, another 
addition was built. The cost of both 
additions 
and 
the 
extensive 
remodeling exceeded $8,000. 
At the time, the hospital department 
consisted of six private rooms, one six- 
bed ward, one operating room and a 
doctor’s room. The home could ac­ 
comodate 15 persons. All those ad­ 
mitted to the home had to be at least 50 
years old. The admission fee was 
graded according to the age of the 
applicant. 
The hospital and home were entirely 
free of debt by shortly after the turn of 
the century. It was maintained by fees 
and donations from the annual Home 
and Hospital Fair which was held in 
the commissioners’ room in the court 
house. The fair was considered a grand 
event of the social year. 
The first executive com m ittee, 
advisory committee and officers were 
made up entirely of women. The 
hospital was run and advised by 21 
women with Mrs. Heffner holding the 
position of first president of the in­ 
stitution. Mrs. Sarah A. Faulkerson 
was the first matron of the hospital. 
Oddly enough for the times, all the 
ladies were referred to by their given 
names in the early history books. Even 
though most of them were married, 
Aaron Van Cleaf seldom used their 
husbands’ names in his “ History of 
Pickaway County". 
Even the press was in the fair hand 
of a woman for a time in the nineteenth 
century. Lillie C. Darst leased the 
Herald in May 187 5 and was editor of 
the publication until 1883. Miss Darst 
graduated valedictorian of her class in 
Circleville city schools in 1865. She was 
an author, poet and lady of letters and 
has taken her place among the literary 
women of Ohio. 
During the editorship of Miss Darst, 
the Herald was Republican. 
The ideal set forth by Miss Darst is 
still an important factor in the county 


today. 
M rs. 
E sta 
Tipton owns, 
publishes and edits the Williamsport 
News. 
I jke the spirit of the hospital, it took 
the “ weaker sex" to revive the interest 
of the library in the county. The first 
idea of a library was conceived as far 
back as Feb. 28, 1834, when the Ohio 
legislature incorporated the “ Cir­ 
cleville Atheneum". The group’s main 
function was to spread knowledge and 
learning through reading, discussion 
and lectures. 
The “ Atheneum" was discontinued 
in 1837 when a notice appeared in the 
Herald asking those persons having 
books belonging to the group to return 
them and those book owners to claim 
their volumes. 
The Lyceum began to meet about the 
sam e 
tim e 
the 
Atheneum 
was 
discontinued. 
It 
was 
followed 
by 
similar associations for several years. 
Meetings and debates of these groups 
ceased 
when their meeting place 
burned in 1851. 
For nearly 20 years, the library 
spirit was dead until several women 
began a magazine club. They collected 
several books and had a circulating 
library among them selves. These 
books were later donated to the city 
when a public library was planned. 
Several other women in the area 
spent their efforts to establish a 
reading room for young men. In 1869, 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
was created. In 187 1, interested ladies 
cleared $500 from an entertainment 
fest to add books to the reading room. 
When the YMCA failed, other at­ 
tempts were made at the library spirit 
but it wasn’t until July 1, 187 3 that a 
library was established in the Odd 
Fellow’s Hall. Miss Ella Barks was 
elected first librarian. Her first report 
showed 87 4 volumes on the shelves and 
51 volumes of unbound magazines. 
In 1880, the ladies took over the 
principalship of the High School in 
Circleville. Between Sept. 1880 and 
June 1895, five m isses occupied the 
position of principal. Bertha Farr, 
Emma M. Hall, Vrylena W. Buffum, 
Mary E. Whipple and Ella C. Drum 
took turns at the job in those 15 years. 
Early women’s organizations in­ 
cluded the Ladies of the Maccabbees, 
Woman’s Relief Corps and Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. 


The Circleville Hive of the Indies of 
the Maccabbees was organized July 6, 
1897 by Rhoda P. Wright. The ladies 
originally met on the first and third 
Thursdays of each month at the homes 
of Ellen V. Nightingale and Mrs. O. H. 
Dunton. 
The charter for the WRC 
was 
received Feb. 28, 1888 with 16 charter 
members. Ella Bowling was the first 
president. 
Organized in Pickaway County in 
1890, the WCTU had by 1906 a mem­ 
bership in the county of over 200 in ten 
active unions. The first union was 
organized in South Bloomfield by the 


state organizer. The second organized 
union was located in Ashville. 
With the motto “ For God and Home 
and Every lan d” , the WCTU stood for 
the overthrow of liquor traffic, the 
cause of 9-10 of the world’s evil. 
la s t but not least on the list of early 
county women is the name of Dr. 
Esther A. Van Riper. Dr. Van Riper 
was a Michigan native and a graduate 
of the Druidic University of America 
at Buffalo, N. Y. She held several other 
diplomas including one 
from 
the 
Jacksonian Optical College, Jackson, 
Mich. She came to this area shortly 
after the turn of the century.

March 29th as Vietnam Veterans Day 
to give these young men and women 
the full honor due them for their ser­ 
vice and dedication to our country.

By May 1, the cost of living will have

Compounding these statistics 
with those of the American Council on 
Education showing the Vietnam 
veteran’s family is of a lower income 
level than the nonvet and about three- 
fourths of the vets in school now 
depend on their monthly VA check to 
pay their bills indicates just how in­ 
sufficient these benefits are. I am glad, 
therefore, to see that the House has 
voted to ease the burden of veterans 
seeking and needing higher education 
assistance. 
A second provision of the bill would 
extend from eight to 10 years the time 
during which a veteran must use his 
education benefits. Existing law 
allows eight years, either from the 
effective date of the act in June 1966, or 
from discharge — whichever is later. 
Come May 31st of this year, a sub­ 
stantial number of veterans separated 
between 1955 and 1966 would find their 
educational benefits terminated unless 
the law is changed. Considering the 
fact that many veterans may have had 
to delay their educational pursuits for 
a variety of reasons (but I suspect 
primarily because they had to work 
first to help cover the higher costs of 
schooling), this proposed extension is 
only fair. 
The 
House-passed 
vetera ns 
education bill would also reduce the 
disability requirement for eligibility to 
receiv e vocational rehabilitation 
training from 30 per cent to 10 per cent 


and would make farm cooperative 
training available for the first time to 
those dependents and survivors en­ 
titled to war orphans and widows 
educational assistance. In addition, 
reservists could count periods of active 
duty for training in computing their 
educational entitlem ent, provided 
there is subsequent active duty of one 
year or more. 
The education bill has been sent to 
the Senate and the Veterans Com­ 
mittee will begin hearings on these 
m atters shortly.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Families 
who moved from the cities to the 
suburbs in the 1960s hoping to find 
better 
funded education 
for 
their 
children might consider moving back, 
says a team of Wright State University 
researchers. 
John Treacy, associate professor of 
economics, and Russell Harris, have 
relea sed findings showing school 
districts within Ohio cities outspent 
their suburban counterparts by about 
15 per cent during the school year 1970- 
71. 
Since the education boom of the 
1960s, said the researchers, educators 
have assumed that money spent per 
pupil was higher in the suburban 
schools than in city schools. 
While that may have been true then, 
it is not true in the 1970s, they said. 
They blamed a steady increase in 
the number of school age children in 
the suburbs, coupled with relatively 
fixed tax bases, as a big part of the 
cause. 
During the school year, city school 
districts averaged expenditures of $819 
per pupil, compared with $711 per 
pupil in suburban districts, the report 
said. 
Furthermore, it said, rural school 
districts trailed both city and suburban 
areas, falling behind suburban ex­ 
penditures by an average of $84.

She 
did a painting of the general’s father, 
Irving, a one-time steeplejack. 


“ His wife didn’t like it and said she 
didn’t want it in the house,” Mrs. 
Fletcher recalled. “She said it was a 
perfect likeness and having one in the 
house was bad enough.” 


Being a 
mother of four hasn’t 
hampered Mrs. Fletcher, even In the 
I>eMay effort. 


“ I recruited the kids that were old 
enough for the campaign and then I let 
I>eMay’s mother hold the one that was 
only seven months old at the time,” 
she said.

The OHSAA, in fact, has lost money 
the last two fiscal years, $29,000 in 
1971-72 and $102,000 in 1972-73. 
“ Our building rennovation last year 
set us back. It cost $78,000,’’ Meyer

Mideast Likely 
To Be Topic 
Of Kremlin Talks 


MOSCOW (AP) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Communist 
party chief I>eonid I. Brezhnev met 
again today in the Kremlin for their 
second day of talks. 


In addition to Kissinger's advisers 
on nuclear weapons and European 
problems, the American delegation 
included Alfred Atherton, the assistant 
secretary of state for Near Eastern 
affairs. This indicated that Kissinger 
was urging Brezhnev to influence the 
Syrian government to accept a dis­ 
engagement agreement with Israel. 


The Soviet government announced 
today that President Hafez Assad of 
Syria would visit Moscow early next 
month. Western diplomats said he 
probably wants to consult with 
Brezhnev before the start of the 
disengagem ent 
negotiations 
in 
Washington. 
Stung by Kissinger’s success in 
arranging the Israeli withdrawal from 
the Suez Canal, the Russians have 
begun to claim a cardinal role in 
Middle East peacemaking. The Soviet 
press is declaring that no permanent 
settlement can be negotiated without 
Soviet participation. 
This is coupled with press warnings 
of the dangers of a new war on the 
Golan Heights if an Israeli withdrawal 
is not achieved quickly. The news­ 


paper Trud said today that “ world 
public opinion” is “seriously con­ 
cerned” about the recent intense ar­ 
tillery duels between the Israeli and 
Syrian forces. It said the Israelis “are 
playing with fire.” 
Soviet disenchantment with the new 
entente between 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt and the United States 
was evidenced in a short Tass dispatch 
from Beirut published by Pravda, the 
Communist party newspaper. 
It said the Lebanese press had 
published an appeal by a group of 
prominent Lebanese officials to Sadat 
calling on him to put an end to attacks 
on his predecessor, the late President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser.

out,” Tass said. 
It was Nasser who aligned Egypt 
with the Soviet Union and opened the 
Middle East to Soviet influence in 
exchange for Soviet arms and Soviet 
aid in building the Aswan High Dam.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Trade Commission today announced a 
landmark agreement which 
could 
reimburse land buyers for more than 
$17 million the commission estimates 
was the product of deceptive ad­ 
vertising. 
The agreement was negotiated with 
GAC Corp. and two subsidiaries with 
one land development project in 
Arizona and nine in Florida. 
The negotiated agreement between 
the FTC and the Miami based company 
requires GAC to provide prominent 
warning statements in all future sales 
contracts and to offer refunds to 
eligible purchasers who default on 
payments in the Golden Gate Estates, 
River Ranch Acres and Remuda 
Ranch Grants subdivisions in Florida. 
J. Thomas Rosch, head of the FTC’s 
Bureau of Consumer Protection, 
estimated the refunds could cost GAC 
more than $17 million. 
Future sales contracts used by GAC 


would contain the statement: "The 
future value of this land, like all un­ 
developed real estate, is uncertain.” 
The contract would also grant pur­ 
chasers the unconditional right to 
cancel with no penalty within IO days. 
The order would also provide 
various measures to allow buyers 
since certain dates to swap useless 
land they might be holding for more 
valuable lots. 


The government sources said that 
the commission has probed other large 
land developm ent companies and 
plans to crack down on several more 
firms. 


“The shock wave that will go 
through the industry is going to be 
enormous,” the source said. 
Although GAC did not admit to 
violations of the law under the 
agreement, it has agreed to make 
restitution in the form of credits of 
other property to land buyers who can 


prove they have been wronged, the 
sources said. 
In addition, the firm has agreed not 
to use the word “investment” in its 
future advertisements on land and has 
agreed to permit prospective land 
buyers a 10-day period in which they 
can call off the sales contract even 
after signing it. 


Under 
current 
government 
regulations adm inistered by the 
Housing and Urban Development 
Department, there is a 46-hour cooling- 
off period in which land buyers can 
back out of a sales contract, although 
this waiting period can be waived in 
certain circumstances. 


The commission has been in­ 
vestigating deceptive advertising 
techniques in the interstate land sales 
business. According to sources, the 
commission usually goes after the 
biggest target in an industry to obtain 
a tough order, hoping to make it apply 


industry wide. 
FTC spokesmen would not comment 
on the case for the record, but a source 
said the amount of restitution would 
run into the millions of dollars. He 
would give no precise total. 


HUD’s Office of Interstate Land 
Sales also declined comment on the 
case, with a spokesman saying the 
agency was sworn to secrecy.

Cancer Virus 
Victory Near? 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. (AP) - 
Within a year, scientists should isolate 
one or two viruses that they can prove 
cause human cancers, a prominent 
specialist predicts. 
If this comes about, it could open the 
door to vaccinating people against 
those specific cancers, much like a 
polio vaccination. 
Or it could provide a means through 
which doctors could tell if the cancer 
virus and disease were still present 
and active, or whether curative treat­ 
ments were being effective. 
The prediction comes from Dr. Sol 
Spiegelman, director of the Institute of 
Cancer Research at Columbia Univer­ 
sity’s College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in New York City. 
His own work points strongly to 
evidence that viruses cause human 
cancer. 
Viruses are known to cause cancers 
in chickens and other animals. 
Spiegelman said he knows of two 
groups of researchers whose work he 
thinks will, within the year, demon­ 
strate that a virus can cause human 
cancer. One involves a cancer of the 
breast and the other a cancer of bone, 
he said. 
Speaking on Monday to a seminar 
for science writers sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society, Spiegelman 
declined to identify the two groups of 
researchers. He said neither is his 
own, which has come close to such 
proof. 
If viruses should be shown to cause 
human cancers, it definitely does not 
mean that a person with cancer is 
infectious to other people, Spiegelman 
and others emphasized.

SBA Report Admits 
Trouble In Offices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Small 
Business Administration has delivered 
a report to Congress that shows serious 
problems in nearly one-fourth of its 
offices. 
A copy of the report obtained by The 
Associated Press shows problems 
ranging from high rates of bad loans to 
bank bailouts to what is called serious 
conflicts of interest. 
The report was a 94-page section 
deleted from a city-by-city audit made 
public last Thursday. 
Rep. Lawrence Williams, RPa., said 
Monday that SBA Adm inistrator 
Thomas Kleppe had misled the news 
media with that report because the 94 
pages were deleted. 
Kleppe was unavailable for com­ 
ment, but a top deputy disputed 
Williams’ claims. 
At the time the 59-city audit was 
made public, Kleppe had declared that 
“SBA has no more Richmonds” — a 
reference to scandals at the state of­ 
fice in Virginia, whose director had 
been fired. 
He said the intensive, wideranging 
internal probe has “unearthed no 
serious problem s other than the 
previously mentioned situation ...” 
The 94-page section deleted from the 
full report contains auditors’ com­ 
ments that SBA offices in 13 cities 
showed evidence of “ immediate 
serious problems. Only seven of the 59 
cities were said to have no problems. 
Williams, ranking Republican on the 
House Banking subcommittee that 
received the report, said that what 
Kleppe “told the press and what he 
told the Small Business subcommittee 
are not the same. 
“In fact, the whole SBA handling of 
the report was designed to withhold the 
truth from the press,” Williams said. 
Assistant 
SBA 
Adm inistrator 
Randall L. Woods said that when the 
full report was released “we indicated 
to the press, as well as the committee 
members, that the section on the mini­ 
reviews was being extracted because 
it contained unsubstantiated, raw 
hand-written 
notations 
by 
our 
reviewers ... 
“To release this unsubstantiated 
material would have done grave and 
serious harm, we felt, to the small 
business involved,” Woods said. “We 


are presently going into each and 
every case thoroughly ... and we will 
take 
corrective 
actions 
where 
warranted.”

LBJ Firm Gets Plane Rental From Milk Fund 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
largest dairy cooperative, focus of 
Watergate investigations, pays Lady 
Bird Johnson’s family corporation 
$94,000 a year for use of an airplane 
hangared at the LBJ Ranch, The 
Associated Press has learned. 
A spokesman for the Johnson in­ 
terests said the arrangement is a 
bargain 
for 
the 
dairy 
group, 
Associated Milk Producers Inc. 
However, the cooperative’s board of 
directors had tried to end the lease 
arrangement, which is scheduled to 
run until April 5, 1976. 
The lease arrangement was initiated 
by the co-op’s 
form er general 


manager, Harold S. Nelson, before he 
was ousted by the board for mis­ 
management. 


Nelson originally agreed to pay 
$73,500 per year to lease a smaller, less 
expensive aircraft from the Texas 
Broadcasting Co., President Johnson’s 
family corporation. That agreement 
was signed July 1,1970, a year and a 
half after Johnson left office. 


Details of the transactions between 
the milk producers and the Johnson 
interests are revealed in a report 
obtained from court records and con­ 
firm ed 
independently 
by 
The 
Associated Press. 


Donald S. Thomas, lawyer for the 
Johnson corporations, said in a 
telephone interview that he had 
negotiated both the original agreement 
and the present one with Nelson. 
Thomas said the present agreement 
calls for one of the Johnson family 
corporations, W estern Wildflower 
Corp., to pay for a pilot and hangar 
space for the $765,000 Beechcraft King 
Air model IOO, a 13-passenger tur­ 
boprop aircraft. 


He said two other Johnson cor­ 
porations, Karnack Corp. and LBJ Co., 
also purchase flight time. But he said 
the milk producers’ co-op has first call 


on the airplane and in practice has had 
“virtually sole use of the aircraft.” 
He said that Mrs. Johnson had 
traveled personally on the aircraft on 
occasion. 
The milk producers pay $10,000 per 
year for the insurance and other in­ 
tangible expenses, plus $7,000 per 
month for a minimum 40 flying hours, 
at $175 an hour. The dairy cooperative 
pays another $175 for each flying hour 
over 40 hours per month, plus fuel and 
any extra expenses incurred by the 
pilot. 


Thomas said the same aircraft 
under comparable conditions normally 


rents for $275 per flying hour. 
He said the Johnson family hasn’t 
benefited from the arrangement. “We 
haven’t 
m ade 
money 
on 
the 
proposition. The statement has been 
made to me by my bookkeeper that it 
didn’t cover the depreciation,” he said. 


The milk producers’ headquarters is 
in San Antonio, Tex., roughly 50 air 
miles from the Johnson airstrip. 


The cooperative’s board originally 
tried to extricate itself from the air­ 
plane deal a few months before the 
original lease agreement, covering a 
cheaper version of the airplane model, 
expired June 30, 1972.

Prevention 
O f Cancer 
Promoted 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. (AP) - The 
President of the American Cancer 
Society has proposed a worldwide 
cooperative effort to dig out knowledge 
which “would be useful for immediate 
application to cancer control.” 
Out of the annual toll of 350,000 
cancer deaths, “ at least 100,000 
American lives that we know about are 
needlessly lost to cancer each year,” 
Dr. Justin N. Stein told a Cancer 
Society seminar for science writers 
Sunday. 
Most of those facing high risks of 
contracting cancer of the lungs, 
breasts, stomach, cervix, colon and 
rectum, could be saved by earlier 
diagnosis or by avoiding some risks. 
These include cigarette smoking in 
case of lung cancers, or exposure to 
chemicals in the environment, Dr. 
Stein said. 
He proposed a formalized system 
embracing efforts of the American 
Cancer Society, National Cancer 
Institute, state health departments, 
medical societies, World Health 
Organization, and the International 
Union Against Cancer.

Mexican feeder cattle have been an 
important source for many feedlot 
operators in the southwest, although 
the imports have fluctated widely in 
recent years. Those totaled about 700,- 
000 head in calendar 1973, down from 
916.000 in 1972, as the 
Mexican 
government held down shipments of 
both live cattle and beef to help relieve 
rising meat costs at home. 
Sales of U.S. cattle and livestock 
products have soared, meanwhile, 
including more than 14,000 dairy 
breeding cattle worth $7.6 million 
during the 1972-73 fiscal year ended 
last June 30. That was up from about 
8.000 head sold for $3.7 million the year 
before. 
Freckmann said that in the first four 
months of the fiscal year that began 
last July I dairy cattle sales to Mexico 
totaled more than 8,000 head worth $4.5 
million, reflecting higher prices per 
animal. 
“Of growing importance have been 
U.S. exports of frozen bull semen,” 
Freckmann said. “In fiscal 1972, those 
exports were valued at $65,000, while 
last year they grew to $270,000 and 
reached $110,000 during the first four 
months of fiscal 1974.”

Based at Lopburi, IOO miles 
north of Bangkok, Green Berets 
trained Thai soldiers in special war­ 
fare techniques. 
About 35,000 U.S. servicemen are 
still stationed in Thailand.

NEW YORK—You reach an age at 
which you pick up the newspaper at 
your door or newsstand, plunge 
through only the 
headlines of 
Watergate, impeachment and what 
happened to your favorite team and 
maybe Blondie, and then thumb 
swiftly to the obituary page. There, as 
time ticks on, you find yourself more 
and more among friends. 
My brothers and sisters used to 
laugh when our mother skipped over 
such breathtaking stories as the 
signing of the Kellogg-Briand Pact — 
which, as you remember, forever 
outlawed war as a means of settling 
international disputes — and flew like 
a Capistrano swallow right for the obit 
page of the old Washington Star. 
She would then from time to time 
whisper, “Oh, my!” with great feeling. 
Occasionally she would add, “So 
young!” which meant the late 
lamented was younger than she. 
None of us laughs any more at that 
treasured memory. 
Along with a lot of other people 
eroding around the news business, I 
had a saddening triple header the 
other day: Chet Huntley, Max Kase 
and Charles Hoerter — formerly, and 
respectively, of NBC, the N.Y. Jour- 
nal-American, and the N.Y. Daily 
News. The week before, it was Bernie 
Relin, a first-rate public relations man 
and general all-around benefactor, 
Ernie Barcella, who worked brilliantly 
for UPI and General Motors, and, in 
the recent past, we lost Arthur Daley, 
of the New York Times, and Jimmy 
Cannon of King Features, the New 
York Journal-American and New York 
Post. 
Looking at their tiny, generally fuzzy 
pictures imbedded in their obits it was 
a dismal feeling to realize that this 
would be the last time I’d see images of 
friends I had known, worked with, 
laughed with, drank with and admired 
so much — in glorious technicolor. 
It was also depressing to consider 
what short shrift the obit writers give 
to one’s dead friends. Obit writers, a 
special breed more intimately related 
to grave diggers than to living, 
breathing newsmen, seem to have a 
rule of never telephoning the right 
people when researching their stories. 
They are something like ministers of 
God pressed into delivering eulogies — 
on short notice — over departed souls 
they never knew, never read, never 
listened to, and don’t give a damn 
about. 
Chet Huntley did a lot to give the airy 
nothingness of television newscasting 
a local habitation and a name, as 
Shakespeare more or less said of a 
poet. His dignity, knowledge, in­ 
dustriousness added to dimensions Ed 
Murrow had forced upon that medium. 
Chet had the courage of his sound 
convictions, even to holding still in the 
face of a strike he — a union man at 
heart — didn’t believe in. His serious 
mien was a perfect backdrop for the 
impish commentaries of his partner, 
David Brinkley. But he was the rock of

that combination, the good sound 
Gibraltar. Brinkley was the waves. 
A lot of TV stars go on to great riches 
in other fields: streets are named for 
them in Florida and California. 
Huntley had a hard time getting 
permission to build a dirt road into his 
Montana property after he retired. He 
was hounded politically, I always 
thought, when all he wanted was to 
open glorious lands he knew and loved 
to urban inmates he had been talking 
to for years. 
Max Kase was an unselfish sports 
editor, no mean achievement. He gave 
his guys a break, built up their by­ 
lines, provided a soft shoulder of which 
they could cry when needed. He did 
more things for worthwhile charities 
than most million-dollar foundations. 
Max saved college basketball by ex­ 
posing the few apple-cheeked crooks 
who might have rotted the whole 
barrel. For that he won a Pulitzer 
citation . . . but never wore it on his 
arm. His obit forgot to mention that he 
was a first class, decent, honest, 
wonderful guy. 
Charlie Hoerter had a rags to riches 
life that has just about disappeared 
from newspaper work. He started on 
the N.Y. News as a copy boy for the 
now legendary — and thriving Mar­ 
shall Hunt of Shitepoke Flats, 
Olympia, Wash., the first sports editor 
of the late Captain Patterson’s 
pioneering New York tabloid. For a 


time in its early years, at the begin­ 
ning of the 1920s, the Golden Age of 
Sports as Grantland Rice named it 
(Westbrook Pegler called it the Era of 
Wonderful Nonsense), there were just 
the two of them, General Hunt and 
Private Hoerter. Charlie went to the 
top over the years, nurtured the likes 
of Paul Gallico, Jack Miley, Jimmy 
Powers and helped develop a lot of 
latter-day stars such as Dick Young 
and Gene Ward. 
The obit I read on Bernie Relin 
seemed to stress that his biggest 
contribution in life was his secret 
contribution of $3,000 to clean up 
Central Park after a Barbra Streisand 
concert. He spent a zillion times that 
much on the causes of the young, the 
old, the unemployed; ran corporations 
employing tens of thousands of people, 
and was the most congenial touch in 
town. Two nights before he died, he 
stopped a noisy meeting of a club we 
belonged to, The Skeeters, and asked 
for a moment of prayer for our friend 
Mack Kriendler. 
And so it goes. Ernie Barcella was as 
good a reporter as I ever met. He made 
that sometimes difficult jump from 
spot news to public relations, at the 
urging of Tony DeLorenzo of G.M., and 
handled the job with great distinction, 
honesty, and the priceless trait all of 
the above shared, a genuine touch of 
class.

NEW YORK (AP) - Even before 
ecology became paramount, insurers 
knew that civilization and nature often 
mixed poorly, especially when drain­ 
age areas were paved for parking and 
factories were built on flood plains. 
When available, flood insurance sold 
at forbidding prices, and most agents 
and homeowners and businessmen 
didn’t even consider such protection. 
Insurers claimed it was a losing 
matter. 
That 
notion 
persisted 
among 
businessmen and homeowners, even 
though in recent years a federally 
subsidized program makes low-cost 
flood insurance available to com­ 
munities that take certain precautions 
against inundation. 
And so, when nature and civilization 
clashed 
two 
years 
ago 
few 
homeowners or businessmen had any 
insurance at all. More than $1.7 billion 
of damage was done by floods in the 
East, and only a small fraction was 
insured. 
The destruction in Rapid City, S.D., 
from another flood provides stark 
details: 
In that Black Hills community about 
700 homes, 150 business structures and 
500 mobile homes were destroyed.

Hundreds of other homes were 
damaged. 
After the rains ceased it was learned 
that only 27 homes and 2 businesses 
had flood insurance. The total loss was 
about $100 million, but only $166,451 
was covered by flood insurance. 
It became clear that few people in 
Rapid City knew that their community 
was eligible for low cost flood in­ 
surance, subsidized by the government 
and sold through company agents in 
the same manner as any other in­ 
surance. 
Since the disasters of two years ago 
flood insurance has caught on. In 
November 1970, only 42,900 policies 
existed, providing $673 million of 
coverage. As of Jan. 31,316,000 policies 
provided $5.5 billion of coverage. 
The 1972 floods spurred many flood- 
prone communities to qualify for the 
National Flood Insurance Program. 
From May 31,1972 to May 31,1973, the 
number of qualified communities 
jumped to 2,275 from 1,201. It now 
exceeds 3,000. 
To become eligible, communities 
must agree to zoning and land use 
restrictions — to restrain civilization 
from encroaching on the water’s 
rights, so to speak. Requirements met, 
almost any agent can provide the 
coverage. As a result of legislation 
signed Dec. 31, 1973, the limits of 
coverage have been greatly enlarged. 
Single-family homes may be insured 
for up to $35,000, double the earlier 
limit. Two-family to four-family 
structures and small businesses may 
be insured for up to $100,000, compared 
with $30,000 previously. 
The residential policy costs 25 cents 
for each $100 of insurance, with the 
minimum premium pegged at $25. For 
the maximum coverage of $35,000 a 
homeowner would pay $87.50. The 
nonresidential rate is 40 cents a $100. 
Contents also may be insured, in 
residential buildings for a maximum 
of $10,000 at 35 cents for each $100, and 
is nonresidential structures for up to 
$100,000 at a 75 cents per $100 rate. 
Perhaps most important, the new 
legislation requires the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development to 
identify floodprone areas by July I. 
Previously the initiative was left to the 
communities, 
and 
many 
didn’t 
exercise it. 
Moreover, communities so identified 
will be required to participate in the 
flood insurance program and to adopt 
and enforce adequate flood ordi­ 
nances.

Someone told me that high blood 
pressure can be caused by a tumor. No 
doctor has ever suggested this as a 
possible cause of my blood pressure. 
Mr. TM., N.M. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
The authoritative “someone” who 
told you this was indeed privy to in­ 
formation that is true, although ex­ 
ceedingly rare. 
The 
tumor 
you 
refer 
to, 
pheochromocytoma, is 
probably 
responsible for less than one-half of 
one per cent of all cases of severe high 
blood pressure. This cause is in­ 
significant in terms of the vast number 
of cases of hypertension, or high blood 
pressure, treated by physicians 
everywhere. 
High blood pressure is only one of a 
group of symptoms associated with 
this rare type of tumor. Only when 
these symptoms occur together does 
the doctor give consideration to its 
possibility. 
I would like my readers to un­ 
derstand that when a physician 
examines a patient he entertains all 
the possibilities that might be 
responsible for a particular group of 
symptoms. Patients would be done a 
great injustice if their doctors ex­ 
pressed to them all the possibilities 


that he was considering during the 
examination. 
Highly anxious patients would be 
terrified if such a detailed outline of 
possibilities were presented before the 
final diagnosis is made. 


My ears become blocked, especially 
after a flight. The same thing happens 
even when I have a cold. 
Can anything be done about it? 
Miss D.A., Wise. 
Dear Miss A.: 
The eustachian tube is a small 
opening that leads from the back of the 
nose to the middle ear. 
The free flow of air keeps the ear­ 
drum in balance. Normally, this tube 
is closed, but opens when we swallow 
or yawn. This process is controlled by 
two tiny muscles that act as safety 
valves. 
When the tube is obstructed and no 
air passes through it, a vacuum occurs 
that is responsible for the blocked 
sensation you describe. 
Allergies, rapid descent in an air­ 
plane, masses of adenoid tissue in 
children, infection of the sinuses, nasal 
polyps, and acute colds can obstruct 
the eustachian tube. 
Some of these causes can be 
removed if found to be present.

Auto Prices 


DETROIT (AP) — General Motors 
says it will increase retail car and 
truck prices an average $28 in the next 
several days. 
The giant auto maker cited higher 
delivery and production costs for the 
price hike, its third since the 1974 
model year began last September. 
The GM announcement Sunday 
came after the federal Cost of Living 
Council approved a $50-per-car in­ 
crease for American Motors. The 
council indicated in its ruling Friday 
that it would not challenge a Chrysler 
increase of $28, effective today. 
The council also said that a com­ 
mitment made by three of the makers 
last December to limit price hikes for 
1974-model vehicles did not cover 
adjustments for destination charges.

Tower Backs 
President's 
Innocence 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen. John 
Tower, long a supporter of President 
Nixon, says evidence exists to 
exonerate the President but, despite 
pleas by the Republican leadership, 
Nixon refuses to release it. 
“ I’m hopeful this material will be 
released that is exculpatory of the 
President," the Texas Republican, 
chairman of the Senate GOP Policy 
Committee, said in an interview. 
“ I ’m convinced in my own mind. I 
can’t go much beyond that. A number 
of us have been urging him to open 
up,” Tower said. 
Senate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott said in January that material he 
has seen shows John W. Dean III, the 
former presidential counsel, perjured 
himself when he testified Nixon was 
aware of the Watergate cover-up 
before March 21, 1973. 
Tower predicted Nixon would still be 
in office by next November’s elections. 
But when asked if this would be best 
for the Republican party, he replied: 
“ It’s a long time away. It depends on 
the climate at the moment.” 
He said Nixon is refusing to release 
the material because of his “ jealousy 
of the institution of the presidency.” 
But Tower said “ the leadership 
collectively has urged it.”

Townships In For Revolution? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
township government, unchanged for 
170 years, may be on the verge of 
revolution. 
Urbanized townships which have 
grown in population but not in power 
want the same ordinance-making 
powers of cities to cope with 
challenges ranging from better police 
protection to improved water and 
sewer facilities. 
Nearly one-third of Ohioans live in 
the state’s 1,320 townships, and 73 of 
the townships have populations of 6,000 
or more. 
The biggest township is Colerain in 
Hamilton County with 51,000 persons. 
The population is equal to East 
Liverpool, Piqua and Van Wert 
combined. 
Chester 
Hummell, 
executive 
director of the Ohio State Association 
of Township Trustees and Clerks, said, 
“ Townships only have authority given 
them by the legislature. If boards of 
trustees have not been granted the 
power to do something, the only place 
they can get it is from the legislature. 
“ That makes the state legislature 
the municipal council for people living 
in unincorporated areas.” 
Hummell and township trustees 
want the power where the problems 
are. 
He said two bills before the 110th 


General Assembly 
“ would give 
townships the same power that 
municipalities have. Then people in 
townships could look for a solution 
through their local government.” 
Hummell added, “ Cities have been 
living under the luxury of home rule 
since 1912. Why should some forms of 
local government have it and not oth­ 
ers?” 
Township powers are limited to road 
service, fire and police service, zoning, 
some environmental protection and 
parks and recreation. 
They cannot incur a general debt, 
except in anticipation of voted special 
assessments for roads or sidewalks 
and for fire and road equipment. They 
also have greatly limited taxing au­ 
thority. 
Some townships want the power to 
establish speed limits and control 
noise on and off public highways. They 
also want authority to clean streets, 
provide water supplies and to engage 
in redevelopment activities. 
“ By the time a township gets to the 
size of a city, it should have the same 
authority,” Hummell said. An in­ 
corporated community becomes a city 
when its population surpasses 5,000. 
Hummell does not expect the 
legislature to give townships more 
power this year, but he has hopes for 
the 111th General Assembly, beginning 


January 1975. 
“ There should be impetus in the 
111th,” he added. 
Flag Law 
Ruled Void 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Supreme Court Monday struck down a 
Massachusetts law forbidding con­ 
temptuous treatment of the American 
flag on grounds that the statute was too 
vague. 
But the court indicated that more 
specific statues might be acceptable. 
The court ruled 6 to 3 that the 
Massachusetts law was to vague to 
warn anyone about the kind of conduct 
that would be considered criminal and 
was thus a denial of due process. 
The decision did not hinge on con­ 
cerns for free speech. 
The majority opinion, written by 
Justice I^ewis F. Powell Jr., invited 
legislatures to be more specific in 
defining the kind of flag behavior they 
intend to outlaw.

IX)S ANGELES (A P) - Is there a 
new kind of blacklist that robs actors 
of jobs because they aren’t familiar 
enough to the television public? 
The Screen Actors Guild thinks that 
such a situation may exist, and it 
called a meeting this week with other 
guilds to discuss means to combat it. 
At issue is a polling service called 
TvQ, which lists performers according 
to their popularity. On a recent listing, 
Lucille Ball was first with 98 per cent 
familiarity, Johnny Cash and Bill 
Cosby tied for second with 96, and 
Doris Day, Fred MacMurray and Dick 
Van Dyke had 95. 
The Screen Actors Guild has heard 
reports that performers who place far 
down the list or not at all have been 
turned down for roles in TV movies 
and series pilots. 
“ The guild frowns on this,” said 
president Dennis Weaver. “ Such a 
system doesn’t make sense, and to my 
way of thinking it’s unworkable. Some 
of the top actors around aren’t even on 
the list; a performer has to be put on it 
by the clients of TvQ.“ 
Weaver said that guild members 
believe use of TvQ to be widespread in 
the industry. The networks deny this. 
A CBS programming executive said he 
was scarcely aware of TvQ’s existence 
“ and I doubt that it is an element in 
casting.” CBS does not subscribe to 
TvQ. ABC and NBC do. 
Barry Diller, ABC’s vice president in 
charge of prime time television, 
commented: “ I’m amazed at how 
these things get blown up. To utilize 
TvQ to cast individual actors on a 


Too Many 
Teachers

CINCINNATI, Ohio 
(A P )- The 
Cincinnati Board of Education says 
inflation and too many teachers have 
wreaked havoc with its 1974 budget.

She said the board 
budgeted this year’s teacher expenses 
with a goal of 28 students per teacher. 
Mrs. Griffin said students dropping 
out and moving away brought that 
ratio to 25 to 1.

Metzenbaum 
Urges Controls 
On Oil Firms 


COLUM BUS, Ohio ( AP) - U.S. Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, said 
Monday that Congress should place 
more effective controls on the oil com­ 
panies because of the “ detrimental 
impact’’ they are having on the 
nation’s economy. 


If Congress doesn’t act soon, Met­ 
zenbaum told newsmen, there could be 
as much as a 6 per cent decline in the 
Gross National Product and a 6 per­ 
cent rise in unemployment. 


Metzenbaum said the oil companies 
are not gouging the economy in­ 
tentionally, but “ are looking out for 
their own interests.” He said oil firms 
showed increased profits of $10 billion 
last year, double those of the previous 
year. 


Metzenbaum said he will propose 
legislation to restrict the prices 
American oil companies pay their 
foreign subsidiaries. 


He said he will meet this week with 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., to draft 
the bill with the cooperation of the 
Federal Energy Office. 


The senator said that even though 
there are controls on oil companies, 
prices 
will 
continue 
to 
soar 
if 
payments are not controlled to their 
affiliates overseas. 


Oil companies refuse to cooperate 
with the government in controlling 
those prices, he said. 


Metzenbaum said he would favor an 
excess profits tax on the oil companies. 
He said a credit could be given to firms 
who put the money into development of 
refineries and oil exploration. 


He said he would not support 
nationalization of oil companies, but 
would favor a national oil corporation 
“ to develop oil on federal priorities.” 
A national oil company could serve 
as a balance by which Americans 
could get a clearer idea of what private 
oil companies are doing, Metzenbaum 
said.

Increasing 
Crime Seen 
In Israel 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— The 
Inspector General of the Israeli state 
police said that crime is increasing in 
Israel, but not on a per capita basis. 


“We’ve got all the various types of 
crime,” said Inspector General Shaul 
Rosolio, during a visit here Monday. 
“Burglary of homes and business, 
that’s the most common crime. We’ve 
got murder, too, of course, but they’re 
usually murders of passion. Not the 
wanton killing, the killing for killing’s 
sake, that you find some other places.” 
Rosolio is in the U.S. on a 10-day 
visit. 


“Our biggest problem is traffic and 
the fusing of people converging on 
Israel from 70 different countries, 
from the posh areas and from areas 
where people are cave dwellers,” said 
Rosolio. “To fuse all of these different 
peoples into a lawabiding citizenry is 
not easy.” 


Rosolio said the Arabs create a 
problem during periods of unrest and 
demonstrations. 


The 49-year-old Inspector General 
said Israel was a country of 600,000 
people in 1948 and now, including all its 
territories, the population is estimated 
at 44 million. 
There are no local police in Israel 
and all jails are federal. Ten per cent 
of Rosolio’s 16,000 member police force 
are women. 
“We think it’s a good system,” he 
said. “It’s not for everybody, but it 
works for us.”

Area Women Have Been In News 
Since Early County Beginning

Although the equal rights am- 
mendment is a major topic in the news 
today, the women of Circleville and 
surrounding Pickaway County have 
been in the news since the early 
beginnings of the area. 
The first child bom in Circleville was 
a girl, Louisa Leiby. The child was 
bom in June of 1811. Her father 
established the first dry goods store in 
the newly settled town of Circleville. 
The Circleville Home and Hospital 
was incorporated and established 
solely by the females of Circleville. It 
was incorporated April ll, 1894 by five 
women, Mrs. Elizabeth S. Renick, 
Mrs. Dorothy R. Turney, Mrs. Sarah 
A. Heffner, Mrs. Annie S. Sears and 
Mrs. Rose L. Morris. Mrs. Heffner is 
given credit for conceiving the idea of 
the establishment in Circleville. 
It combined the features of both a 
hospital and a home for the aged. The 
hospital was non-denominational since 
the women thought no one church nor 
one man could run such an institution. 
After the conception of the idea took 
form, a group of benevolent Circleville 
women 
applied to the board 
of 
education for the use of the old colored 
school on Ohio Street. Since an act of 
the General Assembly had forbade 
separate schooling for the colored and 
the white, the board had no other use 
for the old building. 
The building had been erected in 1871 
and was in need of repair. It was also 
much too small for what Mrs. Heffner 
had in mind. 
The building 
was 
remodeled throughout and an ad­ 
ditional 
built 
before 
the 
five 
benefactors opened it for business. 
The 
hospital 
and 
home 
was 
dedicated May 9, 1895. Some four or 
five years after its dedication, another 
addition was built. The cost of both 
additions 
and 
the 
extensive 
remodeling exceeded $8,000. 
At the time, the hospital department 
consisted of six private rooms, one six- 
bed ward, one operating room and a 
doctor’s room. The home could ac­ 
comodate 15 persons. All those ad­ 
mitted to the home had to be at least 50 
years old. The admission fee was 
graded according to the age of the 
applicant. 
The hospital and home were entirely 
free of debt by shortly after the turn of 
the century. It was maintained by fees 
and donations from the annual Home 
and Hospital Fair which was held in 
the commissioners’ room in the court 
house. The fair was considered a grand 
event of the social year. 
The first executive com m ittee, 
advisory committee and officers were 
made up entirely of women. The 
hospital was run and advised by 21 
women with Mrs. Heffner holding the 
position of first president of the in­ 
stitution. Mrs. Sarah A. Faulkerson 
was the first matron of the hospital. 
Oddly enough for the times, all the 
ladies were referred to by their given 
names in the early history books. Even 
though most of them were married, 
Aaron Van Cleaf seldom used their 
husbands’ names in his “History of 
Pickaway County” . 
Even the press was in the fair hand 
of a woman for a time in the nineteenth 
century. Lillie C. Darst leased the 
Herald in May 1875 and was editor of 
the publication until 1883. Miss Darst 
graduated valedictorian of her class in 
Circleville city schools in 1865. She was 
an author, poet and lady of letters and 
has taken her place among the literary 
women of Ohio. 
During the editorship of Miss Darst, 
the Herald was Republican. 
The ideal set forth by Miss Darst is 
still an important factor in the county 


today. Mrs. Esta Tipton owns, 
publishes and edits the Williamsport 
News. 
like the spirit of the hospital, it took 
the “ weaker sex” to revive the interest 
of the library in the county. The first 
idea of a library was conceived as far 
back as Feb. 28, 1834, when the Ohio 
legislature incorporated the “Cir­ 
cleville Atheneum”. The group’s main 
function was to spread knowledge and 
learning through reading, discussion 
and lectures. 
The “Atheneum” was discontinued 
in 1837 when a notice appeared in the 
Herald asking those persons having 
books belonging to the group to return 
them and those book owners to claim 
their volumes. 
The Lyceum began to meet about the 
sam e tim e 
the 
Atheneum 
was 
discontinued. 
It 
was followed by 
similar associations for several years. 
Meetings and debates of these groups 
ceased when their meeting place 
burned in 1851. 
For nearly 20 years, the library 
spirit was dead until several women 
began a magazine club. They collected 
several books and had a circulating 
library among them selves. These 
books were later donated to the city 
when a public library was planned. 
Several other women in the area 
spent their efforts to establish a 
reading room for young men. In 1869, 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
was created. In 1871, interested ladies 
cleared $500 from an entertainment 
fest to add books to the reading room. 
When the YMCA failed, other at­ 
tempts were made at the library spirit 
but it wasn’t until July I, 1873 that a 
library was established in the Odd 
Fellow’s Hall. Miss Ella Barks was 
elected first librarian. Her first report 
showed 874 volumes on the shelves and 
51 volumes of unbound magazines. 
In 1880, the ladies took over the 
principalship of the High School in 
Circleville. Between Sept. 1880 and 
June 1895, five misses occupied the 
position of principal. Bertha Farr, 
Emma M. Hall, Vrylena W. Buffum, 
Mary E. Whipple and Ella C. Drum 
took turns at the job in those 15 years. 
Early women’s organizations in­ 
cluded the Ladies of the Maccabbees, 
Woman’s Relief Corps and Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union.

Smith, whose award-winning 
presentation included two arias by 
Puccini and Mozart, has studied voice 
at Oberlin College in Ohio and sung op­ 
eratic roles with the Oberlin Music 
Theater, the Indiana University Opera 
Theater and the Kentucky Opera 
Association. 


The D epartm ent of State was 
presented several years ago with a six- 
foot clock made in 1776 at Norwich, 
Conn., that chimes six different tunes.

The Circleville Hive of the Ladies of 
the Maccabbees was organized July 6, 
1897 by Rhoda P. Wright. The ladies 
originally met on the first and third 
Thursdays of each month at the homes 
of Ellen V. Nightingale and Mrs. O. H. 
Dunton. 
The charter for the WRC was 
received Feb. 28, 1888 with 16 charter 
members. Ella Bowling was the first 
president. 
Organized in Pickaway County in 
1890, the WCTU had by 1906 a mem­ 
bership in the county of over 200 in ten 
active unions. The first union was 
organized in South Bloomfield by the 


state organizer. The second organized 
union was located in Ashville. 
With the motto “For God and Home 
and Every I .and” , the WCTU stood for 
the overthrow of liquor traffic, the 
cause of 9-10 of the world’s evil. 
Last but not least on the list of early 
county women is the name of Dr. 
Esther A. Van Riper. Dr. Van Riper 
was a Michigan native and a graduate 
of the Druidic University of America 
at Buffalo, N Y. She held several other 
diplomas including one from the 
Jacksonian Optical College, Jackson, 
Mich. She came to this area shortly 
after the turn of the century.

ing term, unless the office be abol­

Congress has officially designated 
March 29th as Vietnam Veterans Day 
to give these young men and women 
the full honor due them for their ser­ 
vice and dedication to our country. 
These brave Americans must not be 
overlooked or slighted, for they, above 
ail others, stood by our country while 
the chips were down and fought in a 
most unpopular and controversial war. 


Yet, for these six million returning 
veterans, readjustment has not been 
easy. Returning to their jobs or finding 
new ones has posed a serious problem 
for many because of inflation and 
unemployment. 
Continuing 
their 
education or beginning career studies 
and training has also been difficult 
because of the growing cost of higher 
education. Even with the assistance 
provided under the highly successful 
GI education bill, it has become ap­ 
parent that changes must be made to 
give more consideration to the special 
needs of the new era of veterans from 
Vietnam. 
Consequently, the House recently 
passed with my support amendments 
to the GI bill to counteract this 
problem. First, it would grant a much 
needed 13.6 per cent increase in the 
monthly allowances of existing law. 
This m eans the single veterans 
enrolled in a full-time program of 
education would receive $250 per 
month instead of $220. Veterans with 
one dependent would receive $297 
instead of $261 and those with two 
dependents who now receive $298 
would get $339. For each dependent in 
excess of two, an additional $20 would 
be allowed. 
By May I, the cost of living will have 
jumped by almost the same per­ 
centage as those proposed increases, 
and it is quite clear the current 
allowances are highly 
inadequate. 
Sixty-eight per cent of the veterans 
now in school, for example, find they 
must work to make ends meet. Forty 
per cent must work more than 20 hours 
a week. Compounding these statistics 
with those of the American Council on 
Education showing the Vietnam 
veteran’s family is of a lower income 
level than the nonvet and about three- 
fourths of the vets in school now 
depend on their monthly VA check to 
pay their bills indicates just how in­ 
sufficient these benefits are. I am glad, 
therefore, to see that the House has 
voted to ease the burden of veterans 
seeking and needing higher education 
assistance. 
A second provision of the bill would 
extend from eight to IO years the time 
during which a veteran must use his 
education benefits. Existing law 
allows eight years, either from the 
effective date of the act in June 1966, or 
from discharge — whichever is later. 
Come May 31st of this year, a sub­ 
stantial number of veterans separated 
between 1955 and 1966 would find their 
educational benefits terminated unless 
the law is changed. Considering the 
fact that many veterans may have had 
to delay their educational pursuits for 
a variety of reasons (but I suspect 
primarily because they had to work 
first to help cover the higher costs of 
schooling), this proposed extension is 
only fair.

disability requirement for eligibility to 
receive vocational rehabilitation 
training from 30 per cent to IO per cent

and would make farm cooperative 
training available for the first time to 
those dependents and survivors en­ 
titled to war orphans and widows 
educational assistance.

Improving 
Education 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Families 
who moved from the cities to the 
suburbs in the 1960s hoping to find 
better funded education 
for their 
children might consider moving back, 
says a team of Wright State University 
researchers. 
John Treacy, associate professor of 
economics, and Russell Harris, have 
released findings showing school 
districts within Ohio cities outspent 
their suburban counterparts by about 
15 per cent during the school year 1970- 
71. 
Since the education boom of the 
1960s, said the researchers, educators 
have assumed that money spent per 
pupil was higher in the suburban 
schools than in city schools. 
While that may have been true then, 
it is not true in the 1970s, they said. 
They blamed a steady increase in 
the number of school age children in 
the suburbs, coupled with relatively 
fixed tax bases, as a big part of the 
cause. 
During the school year, city school 
districts averaged expenditures of $819 
per pupil, compared with $711 per 
pupil in suburban districts, the report 
said. 
Furthermore, it said, rural school 
districts trailed both city and suburban 
areas, falling behind suburban ex­ 
penditures by an average of $84.

Distaff Kingmaker Busy Again 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Shirley 
Fletcher began her career as a 
political campaign manager in the 1968 
presidential race. 
This year the 38-year-old Mt. Vernon 
mother of four, wife of the Knox 
County dog warden, is concentrating 
on a congressional campaign not even 
in her district. 
“You might say I started at the top 
and worked m yself down,” she 
chuckled. 
In 1968 she was chief recruiter and 
organizer of a movement to make 
former Gen. Curtis I^eMay president of 
the United States. 
In 1974 she is political advisor for 
Don Gingerich 
of 
Franklin, an 
Independent candidate in the 8th 
district in southwestern Ohio. 
But, one thing the jobs have in 
common. 
Mrs. 
Fletcher 
is 
campaigning for a conservative. 
Gingerich, like I^eMay, is a con­ 
servative Republican. He formerly 
managed the campaigns of state Sen. 
Donald “ Buz” Lukens, R-4 Mid­ 
former two-term congressman and 


former president of the National 
Young Republicans Club. 
I>eMay ended up as vice presidential 
running mate of Gov. George Wallace 
of Alabama. 


“I voted for Wallace in 1968 and I 
would again if he runs,” said Mrs. 
Fletcher. “I won’t say we won’t have 
IieMay back again, but I’m waiting to 
see what Wallace does.” 


Mrs. Fletcher, who is doing little 
active campaigning in the eighth 
district, still retains the enthusiasm 
that had her pioneering in the attempt 
to put I>eMay in the White House. She 
proudly points out Gingerich is author 
of a book, “No Prize for Second 
Place.” 
“I like him and I like his ideas,” she 
said. ‘ He’s got basically the same 
philosophy that I have. I’m not doing 
much in the campaign but giving ad­ 
vice.” 
Mrs. Fletcher pictures herself as “a 
moderate conservative, mostly middle 
of the road, leaning a little to the 
right.” 


Among her many activities is 
painting, a talent that originally in­ 
volved her with the LeMay family. She 
did a painting of the general’s father, 
Irving, a one-time steeplejack. 


“His wife didn’t like it and said she 
didn’t want it in the house,” Mrs. 
Fletcher recalled. “She said it was a 
perfect likeness and having one in the 
house was bad enough.” 


Being a mother of four hasn’t 
hampered Mrs. Fletcher, even in the 
IieMay effort. 


“I recruited the kids that were old 
enough for the campaign and then I let 
IieMay’s mother hold the one that was 
only seven months old at the time,” 
she said.

Webster, who led Morgan State to 
the championship of the National 
Colegiate Athletic 
Association’s

writers and broadcasters across the 
country. 
He received 63 ballots in The AP 
voting, finishing far ahead of West 
Georgia’s Clarence Walker, who was 
second with 18. Next came Leonard 
Robinson of Tennessee with 17 votes. 
Lycoming College’s Rich Henninger 
received two votes and Steve Platt of 
Huntington, Aaron James of Gram­ 
bling, Bruce Baer of Defiance, Tom 
Jones of Wisconsin-Green Bay, Jerald 
Cunningham of Kentucky State, Jim 
Thordsen of St. Joseph’s, Ind., and 
Gene Ford of Muskingum had one vote 
each.

Think Peach, 
Plum Crops 
Wiped Out 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-B e lo w 
freezing weekend tem peratures ap­ 
parently destroyed peach and plum 
crops in central and southern Ohio, 
Ohio A griculture D irector Gene 
Abercrombie said Monday. 
He estim ated the loss of the fruit for 
the season would run as high as 
$400,000. 
“Part of the fruit crop may be all 
right in the northern part of the state,” 
Abercrombie said. The north did not 
experience the warm weather that 
other sections of the state felt earlier 
this month. That weather started trees 
blooming earlier in the south. 
“I would say that probably from 
central Ohio south, the peach and plum 
crop is probably gone. Both of these 
are early bloomers, and with the un­ 
seasonably warm weather about two 
weeks ago, the buds were open,” he 
said. 
Abercrombie said this was the fifth 
consecutive year of partial or com­ 
plete loss of the crop. 
The snow before the cold was good 
fortune for wheat and oats, Aber- 
ciombie said. 
“We are fortunate that we had this 
snow. Any oats and legumes had the 
benefit of the snow cover. It’s like 
putting an extra blanket on your bed,” 
he said.
